Typical of the destruction within 
immediate range was the appear: 
ance presented by a row of elght 
hounes standing on the other ride of 
Estrada da Flora. Completed only 
a few weeks ago, thin block in now 
completely + wrecked, with walls 
partly standing, itn facade having 
been’ blown ‘right In. Miraculous 
“excapen by inmates are recounted, 
although three Chinese fatalities 
were cauned there.
